The first meeting has been ealled in
order that the committee may work out
more in  detail recommendations for
beneficial legislation to submit to the
pntional exgeutive committee when it
meets op Monday, March 22. To calling
this Iatter meeting Mr. D'Olfer has noti-
fisd the leaders of the Legion in every
«iate as follows: .

“The legislative situation in Wash-
ington regarding benefleinl  legislation
for ex-service men, especially relating
1o adjustment of compensation, is such
that it ix deemed advisable to hold a |
meeting of the national executive com-
mitter at the Hotel Bnlrl:h in Wash-
ington on Monday, March 22 Faeh
state should be ralpnunml und each
(mprosentative should be able to speak
wﬂh nuthority as to the wishes bf the
American Legion in his state and assist
in working out in detail n nmrnm, of
honeficial legislation which will repre-
wont the ideas of the American Legion
and also be consistent with the welfare
of the country, and therefore likely to
ass Congress. Thia conference is very
mportant and means much to the ex-
wervice man and to the country as well,
and to the American Legion.

Opposition to the proposed adjusted
compensation for former service men
way voleed lant night by the Benjamin
Franklin Post No. 405 by a resolution
alopted at ity meeting In the Chamber |
of Commerce assembly room, Chestnut
antl Juniper streets,

This post took action in accardance
with the suggestion of the Department
of Pennaylvania on the question of ad-
jnsted compensation. Fvery post in the
state is expected to report to the de-
partiment by March 18 its stand on this
legislative issue in order that the state
commander of the Legion may be in a
position properly to report the senti-
ment of their membership at the confer-
ence of state commanders called by the
national commander, Franklin D'Olier,
in Washington March 22,

Dr. William E. Ashton and D, M,
B. Miller lead the opposition to the so-
called bonus, ‘1 believe,"" said Doctor
Miller, **that if this bonus bill is passed
we, as former service men, will place
ourseives in precisely the same position
ns profiteers.’”

Doctor Ashton =aid that ““whot we
did in the war we did because it was
our duty. We did not go to Europe to
belp France or to help England, but
we went because the first-line trenches
were in BEurope,'*

A resolution was then presented by
Dr. Robert 8. MecCombs to the effect
that the Becjamin Franklin Post voiee
its opposition to any form of bonus to
the former service men, and this was
carried by an overwhelming vote,

Pennsylvania history on the so-ealled
bonus proposal is a bit checkered, First
of all, the state cantonment, which con-
vened in Huorrisburg, adopted a resolu-
tior against any bonus. Secondly, the
state delegation in the national conven-
tion in Minneapolis opposed the bonus,
hit joined with the drTrgntc-u from other
states in approving a recommendation
thut Congress determine what form of
ndjusted compersation should be meted
oit to the men who participated in the
world war,

Then the Philadelphin county com
mittee, ro&rmentin: the seventy-elght
posts in this eclty, approved the rec-
ommendation of the national executive
committee of the Legion to the effect
that adjusted compensation should be
aiven former service men, This was done
it the presence of the national com-
munder and following the recommenda -
tion by the nationnl executive commit-
tee 1o Congress to this effect.

Now, the varfous pests throughout
the county are placing themselves oo
revord for or against the bonus, the
mujority opinion of the posts in this
rounty, however, being in favor of some
torm of adjusted compensation,

From a state standpoint, it would
wrem  that the majority of the posts
throughout the state will fuvor some
form of bonus. It is altogether likely,
therefore, that George F. Tyler, the
commander of the Department of Penn-
Clvanin, will go to the ecounfercove |
March 22 prepared to report that the
